Expert Oninion | of ; Power 


To the Mayor and Council 
of The City of Wetaskiwin. 


Gentlemen:— 


On your instructions I‘ ceme to We- 
taskiwin on Tuesday, January 9th to 
inspect the plant at the City Power 
House and I have been engaged in 
that work until 9 p.m. tonight. 

The only machinery running when [ 
arriyed was the steam cnzine, alth- 
ough J understood that the gas pump- 
ing engine had been started on Mon- 
day afternoon. I found that owing 
io the excessive frost on , Monday 
night the gas pumping engine couid 
not start on account of the holder he- 
ing frozen also the gas iain wetween 
holder and engine. We got the gas 
pipe thawed out and: the holder chup- 
ped loose and were then ale to start 
the engine and she. hag been running 
ever since. On examining this engine 
I found that the air valve piston rod 
used for starting engine was out of 
order owing to having been neglected 
and I got this part put right. 

I examined the gas producer and 
found it insabout as bad a condition 
as it was possible to be. It was [ill- 
ed almost witha solid. mass of clink- 
ers. It was only, after consideranle 
labor and constant attention that: T 
was able to remedy the condition of 
matters at the producer ar. put it 
in gocd order. The comtitiun in whi- 
ch I foxnd the producer wa; dine to 
want of attention of those in charge 
and this neglect had been’ vous on 
for weeks ag some of the clinkers were 
larger. than a man's bol”, and couid 
not have been made in a2s'orc time. 

The tar extractor broke down) uw 
ing to the shaft breaking through Le- 
ing out of balance. it mist base 
been running in that condition for .a 
long time past and n mv opinion. it 
had not been in balance since ney 
blades were put in some zonsidcrahle 
time ago. I am. surpriscd it) wor'ted

In ' my opinion the condi- 
tion in which I found this engine was 
due partly to the Superintendent not 
knowing his business and pnrtly to 
nezlect and inattention on his part. 

On exam‘ning the large compressor 
I found that one of the heads wae 
wanting, anl I was told that it had 
heen in that condition for some weeks. 
The absence of this part of the com- 
pressor reduced its usefulness to the 
extent of at ‘least one third, hut we 
have been able to get it replaced in 
Wetas-iwin in Jess than lorty-eight 
hours, although I understand that an 
order had been sent to Milwaukee 
scme weeks ago for g new head and 
valve, 

Owing to my being unable to.spend 
more time at the plant, Icould not 
overhaul the steam eng'ne, which. isi 
badly rejuiring immediate attention. 
Not only is the engine out of — line, 
put the valves and bearings are re- 
quiring attention, 

The plant taken as a whole is vad- 
ly laid out and not arranged to give 
the best facility for: working and in 
my eighteen yeats experience. as: an 
engineer (during which: I have seen 
many power plants both in Ontario 
and Western Canada) I never saw o 
power plant, both machinery and 
building, in such’, dirty. and negicct- 
ed condition, as that owned by. your 
city. I am
